Among these cases there are patients who should not be 
without a doctor’s care because they require careful watch 
ing; cases, forexample, of otitis media where expert know 
ledge is required to determine the onset of complications 
which may endanger life. These cases the nurse can persuade 
to visit and keep in touch with a doctor, so that they may 
go immediately to hospital if serious symptoms arise 


Of course, a doctor attends at the shelter and some people 
are grumbling because, though he may see such a patient, 
he tells them to get into touch with their own doctor or a 
hospital in the morning.

Sir Pendrill Varrier-Jones

The Mechanism of Traumatic Shock 


lraumatic shock is characterised by loss of fluid from the 
circulation into the tissues. Loss of circulating fluid results 
in a diminished blood volume, a diminished venous return 
and cardiac output, and hence a fall in the mean arterial 
blood pressure It is also possible that the presence ol 
abnormal amounts of fluid in certain fissues during shock is 
harmful, apart from the loss in blood volume which is 
represented 

Chis escape of fluid into the tissues is made possible by 
atony of the capillaries. The fluid lost into the tissues 1s 
plasma, which is the non-corpuscular fraction of whole blood 
and contains proteins which have a high osmotic value

Preparing Patients 


for X-ray.—VI 


By JESS B. DAVIDSON,

AST week an X-ray of the lung with and without 
Lipiod 1 was desc vibed. 


Straight X-ray examination of the skull will show 
any injury to the bone which may be present, but 
the presence of a brain tumour will only be demon- 
strated if it contains calcium or if it causes enlarge 
ment of the sella turcica or destruction of the clinoid 
processes or the floor of the sella. To outline the 
ventricles of the brain and demonstrate any dilatation 
or displacement, a contrast medium must be used 
That most commonly employed is air. If cerebro- 
spinal fluid is withdrawn and air introduced in its 
place the whole of the ventricular system can be 
visualised. Any departure from the normal due to 
pathological changes or extrinsic pressure, can 
give valuable information regarding the localisation 
of a brain tumour. 

There are two methods by which air can be intro- 
duced into the ventricles. The choice naturally 
rests with the surgeon. It is essential in both 
methods that the amount of air introduced is less 
than that of cerebro-spinal fluid withdrawn, other- 
wise the intracranial pressure will be increased. 
Actually allowance must be made for expansion of 
air by body heat. It is the practice of some neuro 
logists to inject 9 c.c. of air for everv 10 c.c. of 
cerebro-spinal fluid withdrawn. 

Encephalogy is a relatively simple procedure and is 
usually carried out in the X-ray department. A 
lumbar puncture is made and cerebro-spinal fluid 
withdrawn, the amount being carefully measured. 
Air is introduced into the spinal theca and, by 
keeping the patient in the erect or semi-erect posture, 
the air ascends to the skull. The bulk of it passes 
into the ventricles and the remainder into the sub- 
arachnoid space. As much as 120—140 c.c. of 
cerebro-spinal fluid can be withdrawn, but, with the 
displacement of such large quantities, there is apt 
to be a very severe reaction. 

_ Ventriculography is a process whereby air is 
introduced into the lateral ventricles of the brain 
through burr holes in the skull. This is carried out 
in the operating theatre and the patient is brought to 
the X-ray department by trolley. Ventri ulography 
1S a major radiographic procedure and considerable 
Care is necessary to carry it to a successful issue.

A great deal of time~and ONDITIONS in modern mental 
labour has been expended upon the laying-out of thegcompound C hrospieats, and in connection with the 

Below : the interior of one of the new African men’s wards at the hospital treatment of insanity generally, have 

recently undergone such wide changes in Africa, 

as well as in Europe and America, that it is not 

unprofitable to give a little thought to the state 

of affairs which existed in former times. 

Insanity as a clinical entity was recognised by 
the ancients who, however, often attributed its 
manifestations to divine influence or failing that, 
paradoxically, to devil possession. Whichever 
view was held by the particular observer, one 
thing was certain. Any attempt at treatment 
was sheer sacrilege. Hippocrates, the father of 
medicine, had more insight than many who 
preceded and followed him and we find in his 
writings the following statement. ‘‘ The sacred 
disease appears to me to be neither more divine 
nor more sacred than other diseases, but has a 
natural cause from which it originates like other 
affections.” 

At the dawn of the Christian era there had 
already begun that controversy upon the 
treatment of insanity which was continued 
almost down to the present day. On the one 
hand there were the advocates of flogging, 
chaining, and other forcible methods of restraint.

while at the same time giving him abundance of 
fresh air in pleasant surroundings under the care 
of tactful attendants. Thus, even so long ago, the . 
importance of skilled nursing in mental cases was 
already recognised. 

Then came the dark ages. The first house of 
care for lunatics in the British Isles, Bethlem, in 
London, was opened in 1403. It would be well for 
all but the most callous and hardened not to 
inquire too closely into what went on behind the 
dank stone walls of Bethlem Hospital, or *‘ Bedlam,”’ 
as it came to be nicknamed. Poor unfortunates 
were kept chained up like wild beasts on beds of 
rotting straw, exhibited to the public for fees and 
made to live under conditions of indescribable 
physical and moral depravity. Little or no attempt 
was made to treat their illness in any way other 
than by copious bleeding and violent purging. 

; The period of lunacy reform began at about the 
end of the century and, as the result of the efforts 
of such people as Tuke, Wynne and later Gardiner 
Hill, Charlesworth and Dorothea Lynde Dix, it was 
not long before legislation was introduced to 
remove the many hideous inhumanities which 
were daily being perpetrated. 

For over a century the reformers struggled to 
get passed through Parliament various measures, 
until to-day we have finally said good-bye to the 
era of forcible restraint, and mental illness is 
treated like other maladies from which sick people 
are nursed back to health and useful life. 
We no longer speak of ‘‘ lunatic asylums "’

The superintendent and his chief 
assistant are both fully trained and experienced mental 
nurses, and the matron, who is also the wife of the superin- 
tendent, is likewise properly qualified in mental nursing, 
Under the European staff there is an adequate number of 
African attendants, many of whom have years of service 
behind them. It would be a source of surprised admiration 
to some if they could see these men and women at work, 
to observe the kindly, patient and gentle way in which they 
handle even the most difficult of their charges. Perhaps 
patience is ‘‘ par excellence " the quality most needed ina 
mental nurse and, since it is a well developed quality ina 
large percentage ol \fricans, these people are readily adapted 
to this particular branch of medical work 

The system of nursing in force at Mathari is based upon 
the complimentary principles of maximal liberty and minimal 
restraint At the same time an endeavour is made, where- 
ever possible to employ as much as possible of the patients 


time in the performance of useful work such as gardening, 


laundering, sewing and cooking. New-comers whose fe 
actions are still a matter of conjecture are kept as far as 
possible apart during the first period of their stay, and 
they, as well-as other patients who are too ill to be allowed 
much liberty, spend their time in large open compounds 
with quite unsubstantial walls, under the care of adequate 
numbers of experienced attendants who are always at hand 
to restrain them in any of the inevitable uncontrolled out- 
bursts which occur in some forms of mental disease. Under 


these conditions the results of treatment are excellent 
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particularly, as so commonly happens in Africans, when the 
cause of mental upset has a toxic origin in some disease like 
malaria, dysentery or influenza 

There is a separate ward ea h for male and female patients 
who suffer from some intercurrent disease, or in whom the 
original illness has progressed to a point eee they have 
become bedridden 

There is a committee of responsiblespersons which meets 
monthly under the chairmanship of the district commissioner 
to inspect the hospital, hear any complaints from patients 
or their relations and interview new admissions and dis 
charges. Patients, especially women, are not discharged 
unless the committee are satisfied that they will be properly 
cared for until able once more to take up normal life. 

Thus in this difficult branch of medicine, modern methods 
are being practised for the benefit of Africans in Britain's 
youngest colony Nothing has been said of the treatment 
of Asiatics and Europeans because their numbers are re

HE City of Plymouth has passed another milestone on 
the road towards the complete reconstruction, at 
the cost of a quarter of a million pounds, of its City 

and General Hospital. Viscount Astor, Lord Mayor of 
Plymouth, formally opened the first completed section—a 
new maternity block—on Saturday, February 1. 

The Chairman of the Public Health Committee explained, 
at the opening ceremony, that it had been necessary for the 
upper floor of the block to be put into use before the actual 
official opening, so urgent had been the need for accommoda- 
tion. Lord Astor, declaring the building open, congratulated 
the City on its progressive outlook. Instead of the usual 
gold key, he was presented with a cheque for the Services 
Relief Fund, for which he expressed sincere thanks. Lady 
Astor was presented with a bouquet of daffodils by Nurse 
Shapley, and she thanked the nurses and congratul: ated the 
hospital on the excellent work it was performing. 


A Pre-War Scheme 


The Plymouth City Council entered upon this scheme of 
reconstruction many months before war clouded the horizon. 
The foundation stone of the first section of the reconstructed 
building was laid in May, 1939, by the Duchess of Kent. 
Despite the onset of war, however, the C ity Council decided 
to press forward with the reconstruction of a maternity 
section. 

The new building is a two-storey structure, designed by 
the city architect and built by a Plymouth firm. It is

Interesting Case of Transplantation 


of Ureters 


HE patient was a young woman, thirty-two years of 
age, thin and petit Cheerfully talkative at times, 
she appeared a little anxious, suggestive of nervous 

Strain which manifested itself post-operatively 
Her life for the past 12 years had been rather a miserable 
one. Owing to a large vesico-vaginal fistula, her urine had 
drained per vaginam continuously, and, although she had 
managed to keep about the greater part of the time, it had 
caused her very considerable inconvenience, with which she 
had been unable to contend The fistula must originally, 
have been incurred following a breech presentation Two 
years after this the patient had a severe prolapse. Several 
attempts at repair weré made in the intervening years, but 
for various reasons met with little success It was in this 
pathetic state that the patient came to hospital, extremely 
anxious, and full of hope that something could be done 
Ihe usual routine renal tests were made. Cystoscopi 
examination showed a healthy bladder, with the fistula 
running up between the two ureteric orifices and an apparent 
absence of the posterior bladder wall, the posterior vaginal 
wall being in evidence rhe report on an intravenous 
pvelogram was ‘ normal secretion from both kidneys.’ Her 
urea concentration test was satisfactory and a blood urea 
test gave 38mg. per cent. as a result In view of these 
facts, and as her general health was quite good, resort was 
made to a transplantation of ureters into the pelvic colon 
\n extensive preparation was required for this operation 
and on the evening of the fifth day before operation an 
effective aperient was given. This was followed next day by 
an enema saponts, and in the evening by a rectal wash-out 
These wash-outs were then given daily until the day of 
operation. A low residue diet was given until dinner time 
two days before operation, when milk pudding only was 
allowed, followed for the remaining time by fluids and jelly 
During this time glucose drinks were given ad /1b., and 
barley sugar to suck 
rhe evening before operation the patient’s abdomen was 
prepared and painted with iodine. This was repeated next 
morning \n injection of atropine, gr. 1/75, and Omnopon 
gr. 1/3, was given pre-operatively, and the patient was taken 
to the theatre about 11 a.m

made Both ureters were dissected out There was con 
siderable difficulty in finding the left owing to adhesions in 
the region of the sigmoid flexure.

The Contagion of Health 

We have all been warned repeatedly that it is possible 
to pick up things in the public shelters; but the Central 
Council for Health Education have ensured that some of 
the things to be picked up there are worth having. In 
collaboration with the Society of Medical Officers of Health, 
they have prepared a booklet with happy illustrations called 
“ Health in the Shelter,’’ which is issued to local authorities, 
on request, for distribution to the public rhe crisp little 
appeals in it about such things as sleep, prevention of 
infection, dirt, and the transfer of children to the country, 
are written with good sense, sympathy, wit and a practised 
touch. There are also four bulletins called ‘‘ Coughing and 
Sneezing,” ““ D-1-R-T Spells Disease,”’ Watch Out for 
Measles ’’ and ‘‘ Save Your Child from Diphtheria ’’; these 
are single leaflets which make their points simply and 
effectively The diphtheria bulletin, for example, tells 
parents that diphtheria kills some 3,000 children each year; 
but it also says in no less than four places and in heavy type 
that diphtheria: can be prevented. The Council are also 
providing posters and have a scheme brewing for films and 
lectures in the shelters rhe writer of the booklet says 
“And when the peace returns remember the health lessons 
that war has taught you.’’ In fact, the Council gives the 
impression that the blitzkrieg, if not exactly Heaven-sent, 
is a fine chance to spread the contagion of health.— The 
“ Lancet.” 


The Sulphanilamide Derivatives 


rhe therapeutic range of the earlier compounds examined 
is thus limited, and continued has been made for 
derivatives of sulphanilamide with wider activity. In 1937 
and 1938 there were synthesised a new class of compounds 
in which one hydrogen atom of the sulphonamide group 
(SO,NH,) was replaced by various substituents. Four 
compounds produced in this way deserved detailed atten 
tion: Uleron, Albucid, M.&B.693 or sulphapyridine, and 
Thiazamide or sulphathiazole 

Uleron, originally introduced as an 
agent, has also been used in the treatment of gonorrhoea, 
but this drug has proved disappointing in the treatment of 
early infections. A considerable number of cases of severe 
peripheral neuritis have followed its exhibition, and outside 
Germany its use in gonorrhoea has largely been abandoned. 
Albucid has the advantage of seldom causing unpleasant 
side effects, but it is generally regarded as a less powerful 
gonococcicide than the other and more popular sulphonamides. 
The synthesis of sulphapyridine by Ewins and his co-workers 
was’ the first outstanding advance after the demonstration

Sulphonamide Dosage 

It is a fundamental rule in deciding on the dosage of any 
sulphonamide that an effective level should be attained i1 
the blood as rapidly as possible and then maintained by 
regular four-hourly administration. This may be done by 
giving two or three initial loading doses, consisting of twice 
the amount considered necessary for maintenance. If ora 
therapy is impracticable because the patient is vomiting o1 
too ill, some form of parenteral therapy must be given 
The choice of soluble compounds is more or less limited t 
three—soluseptasine and the sodium salts of sulphapyridine 
and sulphathiazole. There is considerable discussion about 
the best way of giving these compounds. The difficulties 
do not arise solely over the question of their pH, but also in 
severely ill or collapsed patients the peripheral circulatior 
is inactive, so that intramuscular injections may be sluggish 
and be attended by local necrosis, a situation 
which cannot arise if the intravenous route is adopted 
(Thrower, 1940). Provided that only one or two injections 
are necessary, little harm is likely to be done by giving then 
intravenously in the ordinary way, but if prolonged parenter i! 
therapy is required a continuous intravenous drip of the 
compound dissolved in normal saline is the ideal tec hnique
